Thank you for your January 6, 1978 referral to the CIA 
of the October 29, 1977 letter to you from Jean Allison of 
Pasadena, California. 


Ms. Allison's concerns about terrorism are shared by 
many. For its part, the CIA is tasked to collect information 
on foreign terrorists and to disseminate that information to 
interested Government agencies. It is the CIA's job to 
attempt to learn the capabilities and plans of international 
terrorist organizations in order to assist U.S. and other 
governments in attempts to thwart terrorism, 


In addition, the CIA has recently reordered its analytical 
resources with a view to increasing its capability to produce 
finished intelligence on the subject. Ms. Allison may wish to 
obtain any or all of the following three CIA unclassified 
publications from the Library of Congress:
